As the world watches, the Chinese gov- 
ermment continues to act hypocritically by 
deviating from its plan of economic pros- 
perity originally set forth to help the people 
of China.

Thereport details thehistory of affirmative 
action casesinvolving the city overthelast17 
years and examines 60 city departments on 
their hiring records. In addition to its find- 
ings; the report proposes Several TeCcommen- 
dations to resolve hiring inequlties. 

Some of the key findings in the report in- 
clude: 

。A clustering of Asian professionals in 
technical jobs. Asians may be represented at 
27.53 percent of all SF civil service profes- 
Sionals, butthey are clustered mosty in tech- 
nical jobs involved with finance and opera- 
tions. 

。Aserious deficitof Asian administrators. 
Onlyfourofthe30departmentsemploying at 
least four administrators meet workforce 
parity for Asian administrators. 

。LOowPpromotional opportunities for Asian 
professionals. The size of the pool of quali- 
fied Asian professionals far exceeds the pro- 
motionalopportunitiesforAsiansto manage- 
Tial positions. Asians account for 27.$ per- 
cent of professionals but just 11 percent of 
administrators. 

。Fewappointments of Asian Americans to 
positions exempt from civil Service. Asians 
and otherminorities across the board are less 
likely to gain an administrative position by 
exempt appointment than by civil service 
examination. 

Stephen 900, a recently retired engineer 
with the Departmentof Public Works, said at 


the press conference that he and another 
Chinese American were passed over for 3 
Supervisory position in the Bureau of Build- 
ing Inspection. Even though they were high 
onthelistposition; the listing was allowed to 
expire_and they_Were never CE an 
intefview, Soo claims:

Butb today,， as China shudders with an 
internal rebellion since brutally quelled by 
the government, he feels a rippling sadness 
thatfew otherAmericans ofChinese descent 
Can experience. At the Same time，he has 
hope for a better China to emerge from the 
tragedies of Tiananmen Square. 

JIndeed, his life story 一 and his views on 
China today and tomorrow 一 is a most 
interesting personalized chapterinthemult- 
faceted China story that has gripped the 
world these past few months. 

Chuck was born im Guangdong，China， 
and came to the US in 1948, a year before 
Mao Zedong's communists won the civil 
war Over Chiang Kai-shek's Nationalists， 
who fled to Taiwan in 1949. 

The pre-communist China of Chuck's 
youth was impbverished and chaotic.“ 工 
remember babies abandoned on the streets 
and people starving to death,” he Says.

He landed in San Francisco as a 16-year- 
old citizen ofthe US byvirtue ofthefactthat 
his father and grandfather were US citizens. 
He went to school, then gothis firstjob as a 
typesetter and writer for the Chinese-lan- 
guageCHinese Pac 态 cWeekbly,aprogressive 
paper in the otherwise conservative China- 
town political climate， 

Chuck wrote political essays“that ex- 
pressed my feelings aboutthe old China and 
hopes for a new China.”He remembers at- 
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tending the first Oct. 1 celebration in San 
Francisco S Chinatown in 1949 marking the 
new communist government's takeover. 
The 和 Kuomintang (KMT),Chiang:'s Nation- 
alistparty, had hired 35 people to disruptthe 
celebration，Chuck says，and they .beat 
people up. 

“That particular incident helped me think 
about why these people were doing these

His unvarmished proxcommunist China 
views werem't popular in the Chinatown of 
1949andtheearly1950s.ItwasaChinatown 
controlled by leaders who favored Chiang's

The political atmosphere ofthe whole coun- 
try was one ofRed-baiting and virulent anti- 
communism and the demagoguery of Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy. 

In the early 30s, he began writing for a 
New York Chinese-language newSspaper， 
the CNna Daily Newy, that was pro-China. 
He says that he had Supported US recogni- 
tion of the Mao regime from the start. 

He was drafted into the US Armnyin 1953. 
During his Army stint, he continued to write 
fortheCHznaDaiy News, which gothim into 
trouble. He was courtmartialed and given an 
“undesirable discharge.” With the help of 
the American Civil Liberties Union, he got 
his discharge changed to “honorable.” 

Nonetheless, he was blacklisted.“Alotof 
myrelatives atthetime wouldn'tadmit they 
Were Telated to me,”Chuck recalls.“It was 
like I was committing 3a Sernious crime by 
Openly Supporting the Chinese govermm- 
ment” 

His next big trouble came in the 1960s， 
during the US govermment"s“confession” 
program under which illegal immigrants 
were givena chanceto“confessS”their crime 
to clear the records, then proceed toward 
legal naturalization. 

Chuck's father, subpoenaed by the immi- 
gration Service, testified that he came into 
the US under a false name. Using that open- 
ing,according to Chuck,authorities arrested 
Chuck who was accusedofillegallyentering 
the U9. 

Possessed of acitizenship certificateatthe 
time, Chuck was asked to surrender it He 
refused, was arrested,jailed forthreemonths 
and put on probation for five years. 

Since the U9 had no diplomatic relations 
with the People's Republic of China, the 
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government couldn't deport -Chuck to 
China. It wanted to ship him to Taiwan, but 
Chuck convinced them that that was 3a bad 
idea since he would be persona-non giata 
there for his strong pro-communist China 
views. So remained in the US without legal 
status. After a long legal Struggle,， he re- 
gained his citizemship in 1974. 

His political problems made itsvirtually 
impossible to getajob in San Francisco, SO 
hespentafew yearsin the 1960s working on 
a fower farm in Sunnyvale. After that he 
traveled aroundtheUS writing aseriesabout 
American politics，the civil rights move- 
ment and 由 e economy，which 尼 ast Te 
then 3a new newSspaper in San Francisco， 
published.

NewYork's CHaina Daily Newsy, long con-

The paper continued to express its concern 
Over the mounting crisis after the Chinese 
government made the fateful decision to 
declare martial law in the capital on May 20. 
ButafterPeople'sLiberation Army tanks and 
guns perpetrated the bloody carnage of June 

-3/4;, the paper broke with the regime and 
Strongly condemned the Li Peng govern- 
ments “Criminal Act of Butchering the 
People.” Commenting that this action “far 
exceeded any atrocities committed by the 
Northern Warlord or Chiang 天 ai-shek re- 
gimes,”the paper in Succeeding editorials 
denounced the big lie perpetrated by the 
“Goebbels of present day China” and de- 
clared thatChina's gerontocrats areno longer 
revolutionaries but a Small group intent only 
onpreserving theirpersonalpowerandinflu- 
ence. 

On June 12, the editors followed with “An 
Open Letter to Our Readers - We Have No

New CHina for which so many have Sacrificed 
their lives to build should not be brought to 
ruins by afew dictators who have betrayed the 
people.

CHinaDailyNewy was foundedin 1940 with 
many Shareholders being members of the 
powerful Chinese Hand Laundry Alliance of 
New York. For many decades it has consis- 
tenduy Supported democracy for China and 
moves to make China into a modern nation. 

During the McCarthy era of the 30s, the 
paper was persecuted by the Federal govem- 
ment. Inthe hystericalanti-Communistatmos- 
phere of the time, the paper and its managing 
editor Eugene Moy were charged and con- 
victed for violation of the “Trading with the 
Enemy Act…” They were accused of accepting 
$300 from a Hong Kong PRC-connected bar 环 
to run advertising for businesses which remit- 
ted money to the PRC, and for remitting $400 
to three PRC banks. 

Asintimidatedreadersand frightened adver- 
tisers deserted the paper during those dark 
days，CHnina Daily Newsy managed to Survive 
only by cutting back to semi-weekly publlica- 
ton and appealing to loyal Supporters for 
donations.

The hotline (1-800-448-4994) will be 
Staffed by personnel fluent in Mandarin and 
Cantonese.“We feel that this Service is nec- 
esSSsary because of the large number of non- 
immigrantChinesein ourWesterm Region 一 
California，Nevada，Arizona，Hawaii and 
Guam, Said INS San Francisco District Di- 
Tector David JIlchert. 

He was joined by Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi and president-elect Philip Lee of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce at a press 
conference announcing the service. 

“We want to make sure that every one of 
these non-immigrants understand the recent 
Imoves by the govemment to extend benefits 
to them in light of what is happening in their 
homeland,”he said. 

There are an estimated 70,000 non-immi- 
grantnationals 一 those whoresidein the US 
on a temporary basis 一 们 om China. About 
40,000 of them are Students. 

Most Chinese students in the US hold J-1 
Visas whichrequirethattheygobacktoChina 
for two years after their studies before they 
can return to the US. The rest of the non- 
immigrant nationals are made up of tourists 
and business people. 

Jlchert explained a new set of guidelines 
issued by the US Attorney General's office 
regarding non-immigrants from China. 

Those who fall into this category may ei- 
therremaininavalldnon-immigrantstatus as 
long as they abide by the conditions of that 
status，Or they can request that their non- 
immigrant status beterminated, which would 
permit them to remain in the US under “vol-
